DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

Applicants' response to sequence compliance notice dated June 16, 2004, filed on July 
19, 2004 is acknowledged. An amendment in response to office action dated December 31, 2003 
filed on March 31, 2004 is also acknowledged. A supplemental amendment filed September 30, 
2004 is also acknowledged. An amendment in the continuing data on page 1 of the specification 
has been noted and entered. Claims 1-282 have been canceled. New claims 283-295 have been 
added. Therefore, claims 283-295 are currently pending and under consideration. 



Response to Amendments 

The sequence compliance notice is withdrawn in view of Applicants response and 
remarks that in accordance with WIPO Standard ST.25 (1998), Formula III is not required to be 
placed in the Sequence Listing. 

The rejection of claims 270-282 (now 283-295) under 35 U.S.C, 112, second paragraph 
is withdrawn in view of applicants' amendment of the claims. 

The rejection of claims 270-271 (now 283 and 284) under Nonstatutory Double 
Patenting over Patent NO: US 5864009 is withdrawn in view of the submission of the Terminal

Reasons for Allowance

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a protein isolated from a Nematode 
species having anticoagulant activity and having one or more Nematode Anticoagulant Protein 
(NAP) domains, wherein the protein was isolated from Ancyclostoma caninum (designated as 
AcaNAPc2). Wherein each NAP domain includes the sequence of Formula III and wherein the 
amino acid sequence of AcaNAPc2 is set forth in SEQ ID NO: 59.
